clapping of hands on the part of the visitors, 
and as soon asthe party had taken their places, 
Gencral Collins stepped forward and addressed 
the president as follows:

We beg to cpmgratulate you upon this hearty and 
unanimons indorsement of your course as presi:ient 
by the great historic party, to which in all the days 
of your manheod you have belonged, and to con- 
gTatulate the country upon the assured continuance 
of your wise, just and jatriotic administration. 

Upon éonclusion, Mr. Collins introduced Mr. 
Charles D. Jacob, of Kentucky, who read the 
following letter of notification. 

WASHINGTON, June 26.—To Hon. Grover Cleve- 
land, of New York—Sir: The delegates tothe na- 
Monai democratic convention, representing every 
State and territory ofour union, having assembled 
in the city of St. Louis, on the 5th in-tant, for the 
purpose of nominating candidates for the offices of 

resident and yice president of the United States, 

t has become the honorable and pleasing duty of 
this committee toformaliy announce to yon that, 
without ballot, you were, by acciamation, chosen as 
the standard bearer ofthe democratic party for the 
chief executivesiip of this country at the election 
to be held in November next. 

Great as is«ueh distinction under any circum- 
stances, it is more flattering and profound when It is 
rememberéd that you have been selected as your 
Own successor to an office the duties of which, 
always onerous, have been rendered in an extraor- 
dinary sensitive, dificalt and delicate nature, be- 
canse of the chance of political party and methods 
afier twenty-four years of uninterrupted domina- 
tion. This exaltation is, if possible, added to by tlie 
fact that the declaration of principles based upon 
your last annual message to the congress of the 
United States relative to tariff reduetion and the 
dimunition of expenses of the government, throws 
down a direct and defiant challenge for the scrutiny 
of the administration of executive power 
which four ago was  cominitted 
in its trust the election of Grover 
Cleveland, president ot the United States, and for 
the most searching inguiry concerning its fealty 
and devotion to the pledges,which then invited the 
suffrages of the people.

Thomas S&S. Pettit, secretary of the notifica- 
tion committee, then presented Mr. Cleveland 
with a handsomely engrossed copy of the plat- 
form, adopted at the national democratic con- 
vention. The president then said: 

I cannot but be profoundly impressed when I see 
about me messengers of the national democracy 
bearing its summons to duty. The political party to 
which I owe allegiance both honors and commands 
me. It places in my handits proud standard and 
bids me bear it high at the frontin the battle, which 


it waves bravely, because conscious of right; confi- - 


dently, because its trustsisin people, and soberly, 
because it comprehends the obligations which suc- 
cess imposes. Tue message which you brine 
awakens within me the liveliest sense of personal 
gratitude and satisfaction and the honor which you 
tender me is in itself so great that there 
micht well be no room “for any = other 
sentiment and yet I cannot rid myself of grave and 
serious thoughts when I remember that party su- 
premacy is not alone involyed in the conflict which 
pre:ses upon us, but that we struggle to secure and 
save cherished institutions, the welfare and hap 
piness of a nation of free men. Famillarity with 
the great oflice which I hold has but added to my 
apprehensicn of its sacred characterane the conse- 
cration demanded of him who assumesits immense 
responsibility. 

It is the repository of the péoples will and power 
and within its vision should be the protection and 
welfare of iis humblest citizens and with a quick 
ear it should catch, from the remotest corner of the 
landf the plea of the people fvur™ justice and 
for right. For the sake of the people, he who holds 
this office of theirs should resist every encroachment 
upon its legitimate functions, and for the sake of 
the integrity and uscfulness of the office, it should 
be kept near to the people, and be administered in 
full sympathy with their wants and needs. 

This occasion reminds me, most vividly, of the 
scene when, four years ago, I. received a message 
from my party similar tothat which you vow de- 
liver. With a!l that has passed since thatday, I can 
truly say that the teeling of awe—that which J heard 
summorts then—is intensified many fold, when it is 
repeited now. Four years agol kuew that our chief 
executive office, if not carefully guarded, 

drift, little by little, away § trom 
the people to whom it belonged nnd become the per- 
version of all it oughtto be, but I did not kuow 
how much its moorings had already been loosened. 
I knew four yearsago how well devised were the 
true principles of the true democracy for the suc- 
cessful operation of the government by the people 
and forthe people, but I did not know how abso- 
lutely necessary theirapplication then was for the 
restoration to the peop ve of their safety and pros- 
perity. I knew then that abuses and extrava- 
gances hadcrept intothe management of public 
affairs, but ] didnot know their numerous forms 
nor the tenacity of their crasp. I knew then some- 
thing of the bitterness of partisan obstruction, but 
I did know how bitter, bow reckless and how 
shameless it could be. [Prolonged applause. | 

I knew, too, that the American people were pat- 
riotic and just, but I did not know how grandly they 
loved their country, nor how noble and gener- 
ous they were. I shall not dweil upon the acts and 
policy of the administration now drawing to a 
close. Its record is open toevery citizen of the land, 
and yet I will not be denied the privilege of assert- 
inc, at this time, that in the exercise of the high 
trust confided to me, I have yielded obedienee only 
to the constitution and the solemn obligation of my 
oath of office. I bave done those things which—in 
the licht of understanding God has given me— 
seemed most conducive to the welfare of my coun- 
trymen and the promotion of good government. I 
would not, if I could, for myself nor for you, avoid 
a single consequence of a fair interpretaion of my 

urse. 

Tt but remains for me tosay to you, and through 
you tothe democracy of the nation, that I accept the 
nomination with which they have honored me, and 
that I will, in due time, signify such acceptance in 
the usual formal manner. 

The president’s_remarks were made in an 
earnest and emphatic manner and were fre- 
guently interrupted by applause. 

Thus closed the speech-making, and then all 
present proceeded to the state dining recom 
and partook of light refreshments. Afterward 
the committee became the guests of the Co- 
lumbia club and were driven about the city.

State Delegations Visit the Re- 
publican Nominee. 


THE AUTOGRAPH FIEND ON HAND 


And the Relic Hunter Gets in His Work—A 
General Holiday in Indianapolis—A 
Presentation te the General. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 26.—The excite- 
ment of yesterday, caused by the nomination 
of General Harrison, continued during today, 
with a change of scene and incidents. The 
city is disposed to appreciaie the wovelty and 
honor of having a presidential candidatein the 


highest degree, and to get all the enjoyment 


possible out of it. The horn blowing, which 
hardly stopped during the night, resumed 
early this morning and has continued all day. 
The streets have been thronged with people, 
most of them wearing Harrison badges of 
some kind. 

In addition to the city population large 
numbers have come in on trains from sur- 
roundihg towns to swell the crowds. General 
Harrison was not at his office during the day, 
and. his house was visited by large numbers of 
people. Several photographers and special 
artists were there taking views of the resi- 
dence and surroundings. Authorized 
Sketches were obtained for numerous 
illustrated papers. The autograph secker was 
on hand, and the relic hunter made a good be- 
ginning at chipping away the front fence. 

An electric light company is putting up 
some aic lights on the lawn, and local com- 
mittees are preparing a portable platform for 
use in the vicinity should there be occasion for 
speech-making. All these indications are held 
by, the logat population to foreshadow a tidal 
wave of popular enthusiasm, and a repetition 
of the ‘‘Tippecanoe and Tyler too,”’ campaign 
of 1840, 

The principal event of the day, outside of 
local demonstrations, was the arrival of a train 
from Chicago at 3:50, bringing delegates and 
visitors, The Vermont delegation came solid, 
with some from Massachusetts and other New 
England states, and a few from Virginia. The 
Georgia delegation also arrived. These were 
met at the depot by a great crowd of people, 
and fifty open carriages were on hand toreceive 
them. They were accompanied by Hon. John 
C, New, member of the republican national 
cominittce, from this state, and other leading 
republicans, were escorted at once to the Har- 
rison residence, where an informal reception 
was held and nospeeches were made, but there 
were many personal intreductions and much 
hand-shaking. 

At the conclusion of this, most of the party 
droye to the depot and resumed their journey. 
At dusk adouble salute of cannon was fired 
and there was’a general iUlumination by natu- 
ral gas and electric lights. A ratitication 
meeting had been called inthe largest hall of 


- the city, and this was preceded by a great out- 


pouring of people. 

A constant stream of visitors poured into 
the Harrison house today and were warmly 
greeted. Several delegates were among those 
who called, and among those whose visit most 
deeply affected the general were about fifty sur- 
vivors of hiscld regiment, the 70th Indiana, ac- 
companied by soine of the 129th Illinois, which 
formed 2 part of his brigade. The late comers 
included the California delegation and a per- 
ticn of New York. They were recetved at the 
depot and driven to the hotel where they took 
supper and thence to General Harrison’s resi- 
dence, where they had brief interview with 
the candidate. A further installment fo 
Chicago pilgrims came on a late train arriv- 
ing aboutS p.m. About this time the streets 
were a blaze with natural gas illuminations, 
several arches and pyramids of tire shooting 
their tflamesin theair. The sidewalks were 
evel more crowded than last night and the 
confused din of cheering and horn blowing 
vas continuous, 

After the veterans left the growd patiently 
awaited the coming of the California delega- 
ion. It did not appear until after 10 o'clock, 
but the crowd was there when it came. It was 
headed -by a committee of citizens, who pre- 
sented the visitors toGeneral and Mrs. Harri- 
SO). 

The hour was late, and the visit was neces- 
sarily brief, and General Harrison merely ex- 
changed greetings with the visitors. During the 
call of the Californians, Creed Haymond, 
chairman of the delegation, presented General 
Harrison with a handsomely engraved gold 
medal. When the California delegation left 
the general came out, and the great crowd 
showed no sign of dispersing and addressed 
them, expressing gratitude forjthe honor done 
him, but declining to discuss any poliiical is- 
sues tonight. 

Cuicaco, June 26.—Chairman Estee, of the 
repubiican convention, together with other del- 
egates, making in all six car-loods, left this 
morhing for ludianapolis to congratulate Gen- 
eral Harrison on his nomination.

A SOLDIER’S DUTY. 


Different Views of the President and Senator 
Edmunds. 

WASHINGTON, June 26.—In the senate Mr. 
Plumb gave notice of an amendment to the 
sundry civil appropriation bill, providing that 
there shall not be purchased forthe use of 
national soldiers’ homes, any material or sup- 
plies, the result of convict labor. 

On motion of Mr. Allison, the senate pro- 
ceeded to the consideration of the legislative, 
executive and judicial appropriation bill. 

The bill was passed with sundry amend- 
ments—none of them important. 

A message from the president returning, 
without his approval, the bill giving a pension 
to the widow of John A. Turly, was presented. 
The circumstances of the soldier’s death was 
that he had interfered in an altercation with 
two other soldiers on asteamboat, and was 
pushed and struck by one of the parties, knock- 
ing his head against a plank and recviving a 
fatal injury.. It is quite clear, the president 
says, that death was not the result of military 
service. If he had refrained from interference, 
he would have saved himself and would have 
performed to the utmost his military duty. 

Mr. Edmunds—I think that statement of 
the president snows that this woman is enti- 
tled toa pension. If itisnota partof asol- 
dier’s duty. without waiting the order of his 
captain, to try to stop an aftfray between his 
fellow soldiers, Ido not know what the duty 
of a soldier is. I should like the senate to vote 
on this question. 

Mr. Beck suggested the reference of the 
message and bill to the committee on pen- 
sions. 

Mr. Edmunds— There is no use in referring 
it. I wanta vote on the president’s message 
itself, but, as there is no quorum present, I 
move that the senate adjourn, leaving this 
message as unfinished business. 

The motion was agreed to, and the senate, at 
3:10, adjourned.

THE PUBLIC LAND BILL. 


The House Proposes Several Amendments— 
ther Business. 

WASHINGTON, June 26.—On motion of Mr. 
Crisp, of Georgia, the house refused to concur 
in senate amendments to the Natchez, Miss., 
bridge bill, and asked for a conference. 

The house then resumed consideration of 
the public land bill, by fsections, for amend- 
ment. Most of the amendments which were 
adopted were in the nature of correction of the 
phraseology of the bill. 

Mr. Hermann, of Oregon, offered one fhow- 
ever, Which was accepted, allowing ent ymen 
six instead of three months, in which to erect 
habitable dwellings. 

Mr. Wheeler, of Alabama, made several ef- 
iorts to secure the adoption of an amendment 
opening mineral Jands in Alabama to agricul- 
tural entry, and in these he was seconded by 
Messrs. Herbert, Oates and Cobb, but tho 
house refused to accept the amendment. 

Mr. Oates offered an amendment to extend 
the operation of alien land act to states as 
well as to territories, but it was ruled out on a 
point of order. 

Mr. Hollman offered an amendment, de- 
claring that the United States expressly ro- 
served from the sale all coal deposits, but per- 
mitting entrymen to mine such zoal ag may be 
contained in their land, subject to the future 
action of congress to protect the interests of 
jhe country from the monopolists and requiring 
all patents to public lands to contain this reser- 
vation. 

This secured a majority, but the point of no 
qnorum was made and the house at 5:30 ad- 
journed.

But the Eloquent Old Gentleman Responds 
to the Attack—Closing of the Reich-+ 
stag-—Other Foreign News. 


Lonpon, June 26.—In the house of commons 
today the debate was resumed on Mr. Morley’s 
motion censuring the government for its ad- 
ministration of the Irish crimes act. 

William O’Brien, nationalist, held that the 
plan of campaign’ never really troubled the 
people, and that they approved it. Nothing 
that had happened to individuals under the 
plan could compare with the sufferings of 
tenants without the plan. What had happened 
to tenants that could compare with the action 
of Irish landlords in flinging tens of thousands 
of Nora Fitzmanrices out of their homes to 
mect a worse fate? The disgust- 
ing clap-trap about crimes in Ire 
land was whet American  poiiticians 
called the policy of the bloody shirt. It wasa 
policy of far more hatred between peoples who 
desired tolive in peace. The plan of cam- 
paign,so far from being a failure, waf accepted 
now even by landlords like Lord Massacrene. 
After two years of operation of the plan of 
campaign, there were 280 evicted tenants, out 
of more than 60,000 who had fought and won 
under the plan of campaign. ([Cheers.] 

He could further state that every one of 
these 280 tenants was in acomfortable home 
today and every man would yet come back to 
his home in triumph. [Cheers.] 

Henry Chaplain (conservative), said he did 
not wonder that Mr. O’Brien hates to hear 
about the disgusting incidents that had at- 
tended the league’s oppression of the peopie 
who were now more responsible for the suffer- 
ings of the people under the league than cer- 
tain English politicians who only a few years 
ago were the worst foes, of the league. 
It might suit the league to forget, but every- 
body knew that if there was one man in Eng- 
land who was more responsible than another 
for the atrocitiesjof the league it was the 
leader of the opposition, who seemed to for- 
get how he had eneouraged thom. [Cries of 
‘“‘shame,”’ *‘withdraw.’’ 

Mr. Gladstone might have forgotten what 
words he used about the Parnellite chiefs, but 
that would not be attributed to the loss of 
memory through the infirmities of age. 

Mr. Gladstone, who, upon rising, was re- 
ceived with cheers, said that however much he 
was afilicted with the loss of memory, through 
the infirmities of age, he hoped, for the time at 
any rate {renewed cheers], that he would re- 
main able to cope with antagonists of the 
caliber of Mr. Chaplain. What was 
more significant about the state of Ire- 
land than the fact that nineteen 
of the eighty-six pationalist members had been 
sent to prison, He ventured to say that if they 
went to their constituents all of these mem- 
bers would be returned by. larger majorities 
than before, if only because they were suffer- 
ers through the wrong doing of the govern- 
ment, The government’s yote’ might be 
against them, but their ultimate appeal was to 
public opinion.

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THANKING THE EMPEROR 


For the Expressions of Patriotism in His 
Speech, 

Lerur, June 26.—Bismarck and many 
members of the federal councii were present in the 
reichstag at the opening of today’s session. The 
president read an address in reply to the speech 
fromthe throne, It cordially approves the emper- 
or’s declarations, thanks him for his unsejjish devo- 
tion to the common weal, and pre confidence 
that under Emperor William IJ. and the federal 
governments the peace that has firmly united the 
German people will not be disturbed. The address 
was adopied unanimously, and the president was 
instructed to present ittathe emperor. Von Boet- 
ticher, minister for the home office and representa- 
tive of the chancellor, read the message closing the 
session of the reichstag. Three cheers were given 
for the emperor before the members dispersed. 

The Prussian ministers took the oath of al- 
legiance before the king at the palace at noon 
today. 

The North German Gazette states that the 
Pester Lloyd published an article criticizing 
Emperor William’s proclamation to his people 
in a very offensive manner. It adds: 

It is eenerally believed in Germany that the Pes- 
ter Lloyd represents Hungarian public opinion, and 
it would be i: teresting to know whether Hunga- 
rians indorse tiis article, If so, the friendly feelings 
expressed for Austro-Hungary in the speech from 
the throne yesterday would doubtiess be much mod- 
ified toward Hungary. 

The Gazette emphatically denies that serious 
differences exist between LDismarck and Count 
Von Waldersee.

Thirty-eight street railroads 
companies were organized, Tennessee 
leading with 13, Forty-four railroad 
companies were formed and 62 mining 
and quarrying companies, Kentucky leading 
with ten. Forty-five foundries and machine 
shops were organized, Alabama leadi: g with 
nine, Texas and Tennessee each with seven. 
Forty-three new cotton and woolen mills were 
formed, against forty-cight in the precedin 
quarter. Georgia leads this quarter with 
twelve, North Carolina second with nine. 
North Carolina led Inst quarter, Seuth Caros 
lina second. The fruit canning industry shows 
a& gratifying growth inthesouth. Last quarter 
there were twenty new companies formed and 
in this twenty-seven, West Virginia leading 
with seven, North Carolina second with five. 
Four boot and shoe tactories were organized 
during the quarter, four breweries and two 
agricultural implement factories.

THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 


A Strong Article Showing Its Benefits to the 
Farmers. 
From the Southern Farmers’ Alliance. 

We regret to note a disposition on the part 
of some of our fr:ends and contemporaries to make 
wholesale denunciation of our state department of 
agriculture, coupled frequently with the demand 
for its entire abolition. Surely our friends cannot 
be acquainted with the objects for which the de- 
partment was organized, or with the history of the 
active, persis’ent and self-sacrificing eftorts which 
were made fora number of years by some of the 
most intelligent, wise and patriotic of our farmer- 
citizens to bring about its establishment. The de- 
partment of agriculture was created to do certain 
things forthe benefitof the farmers of Georgia, 
which the farmers themselves as individuals, could 
not do, and which it was necessary should be done 
in order that our people should keep abreast of the 
progress of the times. Our space forbids the enum- 
eration of the purposes for which it was created, but 
these were set forth fully in the account of its estab- 
lishment. That such an official establishment is 


wise, proper and necessary is evidenced by the fact 


that every civilized nation on the face of the earth, 
including our own, has such an official bureau, and 
that in every state in the union there is an official 
establishment of this or similar character. The ap- 
preciation which the farmers of the country, asa 
whole, haye of the national department of agri- 
culture is shown by the recent passage 
by congress of a Dill creating the com- 
missioner of agriculture a cabinet oflicer. In the 
light of history and our present industrial con- 
dition, remembering the labor, the difficulty, the 
discouragement which attended its initial creation; 
witnessing the efforts everywhere being made to 
advance the dignity of the profession of farming; 
and to bring toits aid all the scientific, statistical 
and organizing assistance possible, surely this is no 
time to talk of abolishing the ‘one depsriment of 
the state government devoted exclusively to the in- 
terests of and uses of the farmer. Weshould regard 
such an action as the longest step backward which 
it would be possible for our people to take at this 
time. Our profound interest in the advancement of 
our farmers, our keen desire that nothing should be 
done to check this advancement, our observation of 
the values of such agencies in other communities 
and our firm conviction that such an agency should 
contribute immensely to the advantage of our com- 
munity, leads us to take this broad but positive posi- 
tion on this subject in general.. Now, it is possible 
that oar own particular state department is not as 
efficient as we would like to hayeit, oras it might 
be made. Itis possible thatthe laws ;overning it 
are not such as to secure the greatest efliciency. It 
is ;Ossible that the administration of the depart- 
ment is not such asto guarantee the greatest use- 
fulness, We cannot say, forwe do not know. On 
these matters of detail we are not in-" 
formed. And while we _ are _ unalterably 
opposed to the abolition of the department we are 
by no means opposed tosuch changes in the stat- 
utes, orsuch reforms in its methods as may be nec- 
essary to secure and increase the usefulness of this 
important arm of the state government. Far from 
it. It will be our pleasure to advocate fearlessly 
and zealously such changes as may be shown to be 
proper to thisend. And we think all farmers, and 
especially all members of the alliance, should join 
hands with usin this determination. We will un- 
dertake to publish—and with pleasure—any com- 
munications exposing such weaknesses in our 
present department as may exist, or suggesting 
ineasures by which it may be strengthened. Upon 
one thing only shall we insist—namely, that the com- 
munications shall be fair, honest and dictated solely 
by a disinterested desire genuinely to improve the 
conduct of the department, and to make it of more 
value to the farmer, We shall also, ourselves, 
from time to time tuke occasion to express our own 
views on the subject as they may be formed from 
an investigation of matters as they now exist. 
And we are sure the present commis- 
sioner of agriculture and the other officers 
of the department will cheerfully. second our 
cilorts in this direction. Weare reformers but not 
iconoclasts. Weare willing toimprove but not to 
pull down. Wecomimend these thoughts to- the 
earnest consideration of our readers. If a certain 
school in a neighborhood were not educating the 
children as wellas could be wished, becan:se of a 
lack of means to keep the schcol open a sufficient 
number of days, or because the school house leak« d, 
or because the teacher was incompetent, would it 
be wise wh the se and abclish 
the whole concern? No! Ratier patch up the house, 
turn out the teacher, or try to raise more money to 
keep the schoo! open for a longer time, and 
Without losing what of good has been already had, 
more might be added thereto. We earnestly beg 
out meinbers, therefore, to stand by the department 
of agriculture, Criticise it fearlessly, but fairly and 
honestly; investigate its workings; improve ft; in- 
fist that it shall be as perfect as possible, but stand 
by il, for it belongs to the farmer; it is, or can be 
made, an agency of immense benefit to the farmer, 
and if we should lose it we should suffer, in our 
opinion.‘an irreparable loss,

‘‘Time Convention” of Rail- 
road Men Yesterday, 


A 


A Fast Schedule For the Shipment of South- 
ern Freights and Melons to the North- 
wesi—Notes of Travel. 


The railroad men were here in force yester- 
day. 

A “time convention” of representatives of 
the leading southern roads and their connec. 
tions forthe north and northwest, met at the 
Kimball Louse yesterday morning. They came 
together for the purpose of arranging a “fast 
schedule for the shipment of oranges, melons 
and other perishable fruit from Georgia and 
Florida points, and the schedule is an assured 
fact. Itisavery important arrangement for 
southern fruit growers, reducing the time be- 
tween Jacksonville and Chicago to about sey- 
enty hours, and to fifty hours from Atlanta. 
This means running at the rate of twenty 
miles an hour, and materially lessons the 
chance of loss on the shipment ef perishable 
products and wiil be appreciated by southern 
shippers. 

The convention met at the Kimball house 
yesterday morning and elected Mr. R. G. 
Fleming, general superintendent of the Savan- 
nah, Florida and Western, permanont chair- 
man. An adjournment was takon 
until this afternoon at 3 o’clock, when 
the schedule was brought up for discussion, 
which was finally adopted, giving the time 
noted above for shipmentof perishable freight. 
The convention adjourned at half past five 
o'clock. 

Among the distinguished railroaders in the 
city in attendancc on this meeting were the 
following: J.T. Harrahan, general manager 
of the Louisville and Nashville; G. E, Evans, 
superintendent of transportation, Louisville 
and Nashville; C. R. Barnhart, general master 
of transportation, Central railroad; R. G.

THE REVOLT IN SAYTL. 


President Salomon Pays Two of his Ministers 
$5,060 Each to Aceept Banishment. 

Fort Monrog, June 24.—The little Yantic, 
Commander Heyerman, came in and anchored 
in the roads, having made the trip from Santi- 
ago de Cuba in the quick time of six days and 
ahalf. The Yantic reports that the troubles 
that called herto Port au Prince were over 
when she arrived. The people are taxed be- 
yond their endurance, and the recent large 
amounts paid as indemnities to foreign powers 
have still further added to their burdens.

She remarked 
to her husband: ‘Dr. Stokes is in his burial 
clothes. I know it. Iam sure of it.” 

Two weeks ago last Saturday Dr. Stokes 
was vaccinated ly a brother physician, Dr. 
Frank H. Wallace. The virus was impure 
and caused blood poisoning to set in, which 
caused the doctor’s death on Monday, at the 
city hospital. Ife had lingered unconscious 
during the two weeks, showing symptoms of 
hydrophobia. Two special agents of the or- 
ganization are here from Now York investigat- 
ing the case. They declare that they will 
prosecute Dr. Wallace, Dr. Pettee and Mrs. 
Tilton—the latter two as accessories after the 
fact.

Great questions of politica] economy, pol- 
cies involving the welfare of the country, 
and the possibilities of peace or war are pre- 
sented in the platform, but they ‘are lightly 
ekipped by thousands of readers whose at- 
tention is concentrated upon one thing—the 
recommendation to reduce letter postage to 
one cent, 

Our present rates of postage are low 
enough. If there is any burden in the toll 
exacted it falls mainly upon those who are 
able to bear it. Business men are the great 
letter-writers, and in the nature of things it 
takes wealthy or well-to-do people to tran- 
sact business. ‘The man who finds it hard 
to raise two cents does not write more than 
three or four letters a year. Poor people do 
not care about sending letters to anybody, 
and they rarely receive any that call for an 
answer. 

The average letter writer does not care 

whether he pays two cents or one cent for 
gastamp. But when you strike a man who 
never uses the mails you are tolerably cer- 
tain to find a howling advocate of penny 
postage. 

The other day a clever citizen, who had 
signified his enthusiastic approval of this 
plank in the Chicago platform, was asked 
how many stamps he had _ purchased during 
the past twelve months. The advocate of 
cheap postage after a moment’s deep 
thought frankly admitted that he had sent 
‘off only one letter in two years! 

Perhaps this is not an exceptional case. 
The cheap postage plank will not loom up 
asan important factor in the campaign 

when the people become familiar with it. 
In fact, it is not putting it too strongly to 
gay that itis the most ridiculous piece of 
demagogy in the whole platform.

*The Georgia Melon Crop. 

Several years ago, when THE CONSTITU-

One shipper in Albany received 
last Friday telegraphic orders for several 
car-loads, but was unable to fill them on ac- 
count of lack of fruit cars. 

The railroads, however, are doing their 
best and we have no doubt that the blockade 
has been raised by this time.

It will be seen that not a word is said in 
favor of prohibition, local option or the anti- 
saloonmovement. ‘he convention simply 
expressed its sympathy with wise and well 
directed efforts for the promotion of tem- 
perance and morality. 

Now, this is not the language of prohibi- 
tionists. It sounds like a resolution adopted 
ata meeting of saloon men. ‘The liquor 
menare always indulging in such talk. 
They have more to say in favor of temper- 
ance than any otherclass of men, Temper- 
ance is a big thing with a bar keeper. From 
his standpoint it means the moderate use of 
liquor, and the temperate customer in the 
long run pays more money to the saloon 
than comes out of the pocket of the intem- 
perate drinker. 

This part of the platform, then, is mean- 
ingless jargon, mere flub dub. It will not 
catch a single prohibition vote. Perhaps 
the emptiness of this pledge will cause keen 
eyed observers to discover that the whole 
business is equally hollow and empty.

This action probably settles Foraker’s 
political life in Ohio, for the Sherman men are 
indignant at his course, in which he proved him- 
self to be a traitor. Everything considered, 
Ohio’s governor is an exceedingly small man.

FOR FAT PEOPLE. 


The Schweninger Treatment for 
Obesity in This Country. 


No Tiquids at Meals Its Most Important Re- 
quirement—It Does Not Agree With 
Every One—Its Trials and Triumphs. 


From the New York Sun. 

The system of Professor Ernst Schweninger 
for the treatment of obesity, which was intro- 
duced here about two years ago,Jhas by this 
time been sufficiently tested to demonstrate 
that anybody who will determinedly follow the 
regimen prescribed by it can reduce his fiesh 
to any reasonable degree desired, it being 
understood, of course, that his physical condi- 
tion is not such, by reason of incurable heart 
disease, as to make reduction perilous. And 
there is just one thing about it that is hard to 
get used to. Thatisthe absolute prohibition 
of all liquids during meals and for an hour 
before and an hour after each meal. It does 
not seem so difficult to do without fluids to 
wash down one’s food until it is tried, and the 
iron pressure of habit in sipping and even gulp- 
ing water, wine, milk, tea, or coffee while 
eating is realized. The very fact of prohibit 
tion seems to make one more intensely thirsty, 
and the juciest food takes on the astringen, 
dryness of chewed pomegranate rind. 
course, one becomes accustomed to it after 
awhile, eventually does not feel any desire fos 
liquids at the prohibited times, and even findr 
less disposition to drink atany time than he 
ever had before. Then his reward comes, not 
only in the reduction of flesh, but in a surpris- 
ing diminution of the nuisance of perspiration, 
which is the misery of all fat men. But 
to get to that point one requires’ to 
have such determined force of 
will and power of self-denial as, if developed 
in a spiritual instead of a merely physical di- 
rection, would make him a lofty sort of angel. 
The writer of this paragraph has tried it, and 
deliberately arrived at the conclusion that, fat 
as he is, he would rather get to be nine feet 
thick and die, than keepitup. But those who 
have stuck to it have gained the reward they 
so richly deserved. One lady on Fifty-second 
street was reduced by it fifty-four pounds in 
three months. is still losing flesh at the same 
rate, and avers that she has never enjoyed bet- 
ter health in her life than since commencing 
the treatment. And now she has got so that 
she seldom has a desire for a sip of any liquid 
even outside the hours of prohibition. 

It must not be supposed that this shutting 
off of liquids is the whole of the treatment, 
though it appears to be the most important re- 
quirement. That ranking next to it is that one 
must not gorge with food, especially food in 
which sugar and starch are largely component 
parts. The only case in which the treatment

Another case, 
that of a very wealthy New York lady, well 
known in society, was refused because of the 
frightful and probable incurable condition of 
her kidneys, which were so affected that she 
could not have endured the process of reduc- 
tion. 

These cases ht mentioned to emphasize the 
warning that it is arisky thing for a fat per- 
son to commence monkeying with his adipose 
tissue by the light of his own intelligence and 
the general information that newspapers pive 
him. By the Schweninger system each per- 
son’s case must be treated according to its in- 
dividual requirements, and is not necessarily 
like any other. 

Another thing about which Dr. Gibbs lifts 
up his voice is the mendacious and dangerous 
paragraph somebody has set floating in the 
press to the effect that the true Schweninger 
treatment has at last been discovered to be the 
swallowing of three pints of water before 
breakfast daily. A more injurious thing for 
fat people, and one more diametrically op- 
posed to Professor Schweninger’s system, it 
would be impossible to conceive. :

No 
longer ago than last April one of the Sun’s 
special despatches told how he restricted him- 
self in cating to alight breakfast and - substan- 
tial dinner, with no liquids at meals, and only 
a single glass of wine daily, taken just before 
retiring. One experiment with the bogus svys- 
tem of three pints of water before breakfast by 
Bismarck would doubtless afford Germany 
another first-class funeral. 

There is no royal road to relief from corpu- 
lence that may be traveled with ease and safe- 
ty, and without self-sacrifice. Nostrums are 
from time to time advertised as affording it— 
such as one now boomed in England, and find- 
ing notafew dupes here—but they do not. 
Starvation a la Banting, andthe nostrum cures 
that profess to reduce gluttons while practicing 
gluttony if they will only “‘take a wineglassful 
ateach meal,” are alike dangerous humbugs. 
Renouncing liquids seems to be demonstrated 
the safest and best thing when accompanied by 
due moderation infeating. Butin no case is it 
absolutely safe for afat person to adopt any 
really effective measures for reducing weight 
without thorough preliminary knowledge of 
the actual condition of his vital organs.

VANISHED INTO THIN AIR. 


Remarkable Story of the Disappearance of a 
Corpse in Ohio. 
From the San Francisco Examiner, 

On the morning of the 14th day of August, 
1972, Charles J. Reid, a young man of twenty-five 
years, living at Xenia, Ohio, fell dead while waik- 
ing across the dining room in his father’s house. 
The family consisted of his father, mother, two sis- 
ters and a cousin, a boy of fifteen. 

All were present at the breakfast table when 
Charles entered the room. but instead of taking his 
accustomed seat near the door by which he had en- 
tered, passed itand went obliquely toward one of 


-the windows with what purpose no one knows. 


He had passed the table buta few steps when he 
fell heavily to the floor and never again breathed. 

The body was carried intoa bedroom, and, after 
vain efforts at resuscitation by the stricken family, 
left lying on the bed with composed limbs and Cov- 
ered face. In the meantime the boy had been has 
tily dispatched for a physician, who arrived some 
twenty minutes after the death. He afterward re- 
membered as an uncommon circumstance that when 
he arrived the weeping relations—father, mother 
and two sisters—were all in the room out of which 
the bed-room door opened, and that the door was 
closed. There was no other to the bed-room. 

This door was at once opened by the father of the 
deceased, and as the physician passed throngh it he 
observed the rigid outlines of the body under the 
sheet that had been thrown over it, and the profile 
was plainly discernible under the face cloth, clear 
cut and sharp, as profiles of the dead seem always to 
be, He approached and lifted the cloth. There 
was nothing there. He pulled away the sheet 
Nothing, 

The family had followed himintothe room. At 
this astonishing diseovery—if so it may be call@i— 
they looked at one another, at the physician, at the 
bed, in speechless amazement, forgetting to weep. 

A moment later the three ladies required the phy- 

ician’s care; all had fainted and fallen tothe floor. 
‘he father’s condition was but little better; he stcod 
ina stupor, muttering inarticulately and staring 
like an idiot. 

Having restored the ladies to consciousness the 
physician went tothe window—the only one the 
room had—opening upon a garden. It was locked 
on the inside, with the usual fastening attached to 
the bottom bar of the upper sashand engaging with 
the lower. 

No inquest was held--there was nothing to hold 
it on; but the physician and many others who were 
curious as to this remarkable occurrence, made the 
most searching investigation into all the circum- 
stances, but without result. Charles J, Reid was 
dead and ‘“‘gone,"”’ and that is all that is known to 
this day,

Several little negroes on the lot were allowed 
to peep in at the window during its rendition, 
as they were very anxious to hear Mr. Poe, 
When he got to the lines, ‘‘Get thee back into 
the tempest,’’ etc., he happened to advance to- 
ward the window, and so furious was his ace 
tion that they screamed and rolled backward 
off the porch. 

The exquisite poem, Annabel Lee, was 
charmingly read by Miss Josie Walton, of Aue 
gusta, and this closed the exercises.

A Fight in Court, in Which a Woman, Her 
Husband and a Lawyer Figure as 
Combatants—A Lively Scene. 

It is selfom that the serene atmosphere of a 
cOurtroom is agitated by a conflict so exciting 
as that which occurred yesterday morning in 
eo Richard H. Clark’s court. 

ey who were present will notsoon forget 
the episode; certain the principal actor in the 
drama will remember it foralong time to 
come. 

Several weeks ago J. 8S. Martin was 2 de- 
fendant in the recorder’s court, charged with 
assaulting a négro who had insulted ‘his wife. 
The prosecator was named Flemister, and in 
giving his statement made derogatory remarks 
touching Mis. Martin. This made Mr. Martin 
angry and he resolved to punish Flemister. He 


. knew the statements regarding his wife were 


false, and he swore out a watrant against 
Flemister for perjury. The grand jury found 
a true bill egainst him, and he was arraigned 
esterday morning in Judge Richard H. 
Mark’s court. He pleaded “not guilty.’’ He 
was defended by Mr. Frank Rh. Walker. 

Mr. and Mrs. Martin were the principal wit- 
nesses for the state, but there were others who 
corroborated their testimony. The case had 
dragged along its dreary course with not one 
rippleof excitement, and Mr. Walker had 
started to address the jury. Most of the jurors 
and visitors were in a semi-somnolent state, 
owing to the heavy atmo-phere of the court- 
room. 

As Mr. Walker warmed with his subject he 
spoke in a loud voice and became personal in 
his allusions to Mrs. Martin.

rer’s head and struck him on the shoulder.

The lawyer was as mad as the woman. He 
picked up a copy of *‘Greenleaf on Evidence” 
and faced his assailant. He turned upon her 
as if to strike her with the books
